Preparations For Big Peace Jubilee In Chicago. 


War Department Denies That Any ' 


Complaint of Neglect Reached It

New London, Conn., Aug. 27.—The 


steamer Block Island arrived at 9.30

men presented a sorry spectacle. 


A committee of citizens of New Lon- 


don provided hot coffee and a lunch 
and the men ate ravenously.

idea of their condition can be gained 
from one who said of Company H that 
there were only thirteen men in it 
able to walk from the tents to the 
beat this morning. 


A committee from Springfield 
was 


on hand containing many relatives and 
the reunions were touching. Five men 
unable to proceed, one having fainted 
as lie landed and carried to the hos- 
pital. 


Montauk, Aug. 27.—The Second Mas- 


sachusetts are 
the first soldiers to 


take advantage of the sixty days fur- 
lough grantetd. They spent last night 
in a hilarious manner. Few got any 
sleep so excited were they over the 
thought of going home. 


New York, Aug. 27—Seven 
officers 


and 200 men of the Second Massachu- 
setts were left- in the hospital -unable 
to accompany the regiment home. Also 
20 tons of delicacies were left by the 
regiment which were given to the regu- 
lars. 


Four soldiers on their way home on

NOBODY COMPLAINED. 


Line of DefCDNO Adopted by the War 


Bureau People. 


Washington, Aug. 27.—Notwithstand- 


ing the columns which have appeared in 
the press, Adjutant General Corbin says 
that no complaint has reached the war 
department from major general, briga- 
dier general, colonel or men of the army 
regarding want, or destitution, or lack 
of supplies for the care of the troops. 
No demand has been made for supplies 
other than the regular refluisitions for 
troops in the routine "way. General 
Corbm declined to be interviewed on the 
subject bf the many stories afloat re- 
garding the mismanagement of the war, 
saying that the facts will come out in 
r"e*lme and the people will see for 
themselves what was done. 


The whole department 
is greatly 


stirred over the newspaper accounts of 
what has been going on. Apparently 
each head of a bureau believes that an 
investigation of the subject will vindi- 
cate him and his department. The of- 
ficers say that the repoj ts have been ex- 
aggerated, but if there has been suffer- 
ing further than the incidents of war 
naturally would bring about, the fault 
nqs not been with the department. 


One of the complaints made was in re- 


gard to the Eighth Now York in Chicka- 
mauga. jt is stated that General Boyn- 
ton, m command at Chickamauga has 
been ordered to make a thorough and 
complete investigation of the hospitals 
at that place, to ascertain how the men 
have fared; and report all tho facts. If 
tftera lias oeen any shortcoming, he is 
instructed to ascertain who is respon- 
sible tmd to include the names of those 
found faulty in his report. 


Officers at the war department depre- 


cate the manner in which complaints 
nave been made, on the ground that the 
whole matter will discredit the American 
arirqp an<i have a bad effect on discipline. 
i$re soldiers, they say, will be made to 
believe that they have been badly treat- 
ed; that they are being imposed upon, 
and at some juncture it may result Jn 
mutiny and insubordination, 
for the 


reason that the troops, in case of some 
order which seems especially hard, will 
take matters into their own hands, claim- 
ing the people are with 
them. It Is 


claimed that if the stories are all true it 
will ir/Jicate that the American army is 
of really little account andi'cannot bear 
hardship. 


"War is a tragedy from one end to the 


9tl:er," said a prominent officer of tha 
department. "There were some people 
who thought it was a picnic, and that 
the trip to Cuba was to be a holiday 
time. No man who knew anything about 
the climate, difficulties and the trials 
which would have to be undergone felt 
that way. They expected hardship, ex- 
pected that the troops would enter the 
portals of danger and death, and'would 
have to face bullets and fever. It is only 
wonderful that we have got off so easily 
Our IOSSP* are less than was expected 
when the war began." 


Alger Found No Justification. 


New York, Aug. 27.—After Secretary 


Alg-er had declared his inability to see 
any justification for the talk about the 
situation at Montauk, ne was asked: 
"How do you account for the confusion 
and lack of facilities at Camp Wikoff ?" 


To this General A'ger replied: "Did 


you ever go into camp with 100 or even 
BO men? If so, you know there is much 
confusion with that number of men. 
"What do you suppose it must be then 
with thousands? To a person who knows 
but little about soldiering there may ap- 
pear to be much confusion and prlvat n, 
but It is only what is to be expected in 
roughing it. On many occasions I my- 
self have been in camp and have en- 
countered these things. I found many 
eoldlers lying with-nothtng but a blanket 
between them and the 
ground. Stiil 


there were thousands of bags In camp. 
I apkod the men why they did net fill tho 
bags with straw, of which there was a 
large quantity in camp, and so make 
beds for themselves. They said they 
had not thought of such a thing."

President R. A. C. Smith of 
the company has received the following 
cable from Admiral Dewey: "Please 
(accept my hearty thanks for the great 
honor paid me and my best wishes for 
the success of your sleamer."

terested in China of the boundaries of 
Great Britain's sphere of influence. In 
the same instrument where Great Brit- 
ain recognizes Eussia's position in Han- 
churia, Russia is required to acknowl- 
edge the paramouncy of England in the 
Yang Tse valley and guarantee that our 
territorial requirements shall be per- 
manently respected. 


"Great Britain is willing to drop her 


protest in respect to the New Ch'wang 
railway; but Russia is required to ca,i- 
cel her agreement with China that th<3 
country having the largest financial in- 
terest should arbitrate in disputes con- 
nected with the Fekiii-Hankow railway. 
The negotiations are confined to Pekin. 
The British ambassadors at St. Peters- 
burg and Pekin are in close communica- 
tion."

DECLINE OF THE DUSTER. 


The Practical Disappearance of a Garment 


That Wag Once Familiar. 


A traveler by rail cannot fail to notice 


tho decline of tho duster. 
And one docs 


not need to be, as tho limn said, a cente- 
narian to observe this. In fact, only 30 or 
40 years ago dusters were commonly worn 
by railroad travelers. 
They were coexist- 


ent with the carpeG sack and the alligator 
mouthed valise, both now more complete- 
ly passed av.'fiy than tho duster itself and 
almost as completely gone ns thu liair cov- 
ered, trunk. 


The duster was worn, of course, to pro- 


tect the wearer and his garments from the 
clust. When r.lie linen duster flourished, 
locomotives burned wood, tracks were sand 
ballasted and rails were light, oai-s were 
not vestibulad or provided with dust 
screens for the windows, and tho time re- 
quired to cover a given distance was far 
greater than now. A duster was far more 
needed then than now, and it was likely 
to bo a p;trtof tho equipment of the" casual 
as well as of tho regular traveler. Indeed 
it may be said that tho casual traveler 
would scarcely have thought that ho had 
mado a trip by rail unless he had provided 
himself with that indispensable part of ev- 
ery traveler's equipment. 


But the linen duster was not the only 


one. 
There wero dusters o£ alpaca and of 


mohair and of other materials, somo of 
them black and somo gray—big, flowing, 
comfortable dusters, which, if not beauti- 
ful, had at least the grace that all things 
made of good materials possess. You could 
almost tell a man without seeing his face 
by the duster that he -wore.—New York 
Sun.

But They Brought About Her Hug- 


Land's Deatl? 


Nephew of the Fugitive Was 


Her Protector. 


Discharged a Riflo With No Intention ot In- 


flicting Injury 


Plymouth, Aug. 27.—"Word reached here 


last night of the death in a Boston hos- 
pital of James Watson, a farmer and 
boat builder, who lived on Clark's island. 
The cause of his taking: off was wounde 
inflicted, apparently without intent, by 
J. F. Bolton, Jr., a Boston draughtsman, 
whose wife was Watson's aunit. 


Young Bolton. and his mother, who is a 


Bister of Mrs. "Watson, were visiting on 
the island, which lies In the bay about 
three miles from Plymouth, at a house 
only a short distance from the Wat- 
sons. Watson arrived home at noon, 
and told his wife to get him some break- 
fast. Mrs. Watson, who was in bed at 
the time, asked him to wait a moment. 
The reply seemed to enrage hin;, for he 
dragged her from the bed to the floor 
ar.d jumped on her, threatening all the 
time to kill her. He was so violent thai 
the woman finally rushed from the house 
calling for help. Watson grabbed a club 
and started after her across ihe field 
with the apparent determination 
oi 


carrying out his treat to end her life. 


Mrs. Bolton heard her sister's crtes 


and called to Joseph, saying: "James 
is trying- to kill Aunt Marion " Bolton 
picked up a 22-caliber rifle which was in 
the house, flred. two shots at Watson, 
not, however, as he said afterwards, 
xvith the intention of hitting him, but 
merely to stop or frighten him. One of 
the bullets struck Watson in the thigh, 
while the other entered the abdomen. 
Watson fejl, but recovered himself and 
was able to reach his own home without 
assistance. Bolton, directly after the 
shooting, came across to Plymouth for 
medical aid", and took Dr. Hull, the 
medical ejfarr(ift£r, back to the island. 
I>r. Hull decide'ii that the wounds wera 
of a most serious character, and or- 
dered Wateon to Boston for treatment. 


The wounded man was carried to the 


train in a catbo.it, and on the way over 
he told Dr." Hull that it was his own 
temper that caustd the whole affair, and 
that Bolton was a good toy.

in the aftemdtn and Chi?f Gocldard \v«>nt 
to the island and arrested Bolton. The 
young man was very composed, and 
went to the police station with the of- 
ficers without showing any emotion. 
Considerable sympathy is expressed for 
him, as he is quite: w°li known here. 


Watson was 60 years old, and bore the 


reputation of a man with a bad tamper. 
He was a brother of Captain Nat Wat- 
son, the well-known yacht skipper.

In return for the tea and other articles 


sent into 1'ibet through the Mohammedan 
representative of the Tibetan trade guilds, 
tho natives send back a long list of arti- 
cles, including musk, rhubarb, wool, skins 
of various kinds, precious stones, mecli- 
cines and a coarso grade of unbleached 
silken fabric, says The Manufacturer. 


Musk, which forms an important part 


of Tibetan outward trade, is a secretion of 
a small deer (Cervvis naoschns). This ani- 
mal occurs throughout eastern Tit jt, but 
the largest herds Are said to roam over tba 
plains Doanthe Kofeo Nor. A great deal 
of musk passes out-to north China. The 
consumption in Szu-Chuan is consider- 
able, and there is no article more easily 
srnngglaa. A single "pod" rarely con- 
tains more thj^ryono-third of an ounce of 
musk. 
XBe Supply is less than it might 


be if the Tibetans had sporting rifles or if 
the dangers ^fod difficulties of the .chase 
were not su$h as to preveiJt Chinese mer- 
chants fW*n hunting the deer. 


Good JJEjliak, -which is recognized by its 


rioh broipn color and intensely pungent 
odor, is bought for 10 or 12 times its 
weight ia silver on the frontier. In 
Chung-King it sells for as much as 18 
times its wfeight In silver.

Qiegli Quantities are grown ou tho 
hills abogft'ltfc-C-liien-lin, but the natives, 
in order, '•fejttjspage.pf jt «vpidly, dry it by 
artifiqi^.ii'eab -and thus injure its quality. 
This c^fug is, frote the point of view of tho 
oiviliacd natives, the most useful of tho 
T>fcetan medicines. ^The best quality grows 
ab an altitude Of above 0,000 feet, and tho 
roots are brought down in tho rough state 
by the trjbes or by tho Chinese traders in 
'Zibet. The large roots are trimmed or 
ohftppad iirto rongh square lumps. In tho 
Ta-Chien-Lm district, owing to the clamp- 
ness of the climate, tho roots have to be 
carefully dried ajd are perforated to pre- 
vent mildew, wliioh is (She groat enemy of 
tho Chtoeea drflg merchant. On arrival at 
Chung-Banjc, the lumps of rhubarb aro 
again trimmed into small, square pieces, 
arid after being dried are packed for 
Shanghai, where an equal weight is worth 
five tinles its value on tho frontier.

Borrowing woman told me the story of 
tho apple troa So intnnately connected 
with that of the young artist, Mario 
Bashkirtseff, wbo died -when only 24 
years old. 


In the spring of 188— Moussia -was 


planning tg paint a peasant v/oman in 
the open cbnutry for the salon of the 
fellovdcg year. She spent days looking 
ia the outskirts of Paris for a suitable 
landbcnpe in which to place her model. 
One morning she found near Sevres a 
field inclqsed by fence palings, beyond 
which a walk overgrown with grass lost 
itself under willows, through whose 
young sho'ots the sun shone brightly. 
Half way up tho walk, ou a background 
ot grayish greeu bushes, with an outline 
almost as soft as that of smoke, stood a 
robust apple tree, broadly spreading its 
flowery branches. The whole scene was 
filled with tender, fresh, stirring har- 
mony, with spring itself. Monssia v.-ns 
moved. She felt that this was the look- 
ed for spot. Opening the gate, she walk- 
ed toward the house, which was sepa- 
rated from the orchard by a garden fill- 
ed with beeljivea. Tho proprietor hap- 
pened tp be one of those half bourgeois, 
half peasant horticulturists \vho provide 
the Parisian markets -with flowers and 
frnits. The request made by tho enthu- 
siastic looking young girl with the ex- 
pressive blue eyes flattered him. He 
leved his trcoa, and tho admiration of a 
painter for tbein pleased him extremely. 
Moussia was readily given permission 
to work in the inelosure, and she began 
the very nest day. 


Early i- the mornisg she arrived on 


the tramway, with her model, who 
carried their lonoh in a basket. Mons- 
sia understood her art. She was no 
longer a beginner, for some of her pic- 
tures had already been much talked of 
at the salcc 
Though belonging to a 


rich family, -which occupied a high po- 
sition airong the aristecracy of her 
country, she worked not as an arna- 
tenr, but as an artist anxious to win 
fame. Her work ahowed the melancholy 
fire and poetry which belong to those 
born in Little Russia. The sketch of 
her painting absorbed her entirely. She 
was trying to put ou tho canvas some of 
the effervescent spring about her. She 
painted rapidly, as if afraid not to bo 
able to finish the task she had nnder- 
taiien. Every morning she came back, 
in spite of tho April showers and the 
rawness of the air, which often made 
her cough. Tho owners of the place ad- 
mired her pluck, and as they saw her 
painting, bareheaded, standing in the 
dew, 
wHh a blouse over her gray dress, 


thoy believed her to belong to their sta- 
tion in life and thought she was work- 
ing for her daily bread. 


The housevv-ife brought her warm 


milk, the children played near her 
while she rested, and the horticulturist, 
learning tbat scmo young trees interfer- 
ed with the perspective, had not hesi- 
tated to cnt tbem down. It %vas touch- 
ing to see this man, usually so careful 
of his possessions, willingly sacrifice 
them to gratify the wi?b of tho young 
artist. By degrees a toucniug intimacy 
began between them. At noon Monssia 
was often invited to share the cabbage 
soup and bacon. 


The picture was growing. Tho peas- 


ant seated at the foot of the apple tree 
looked most lifelike. Only a few finish- 
ing touches -were needed. 
Gathered 


around the easel, the family agreed that 
the apple tree Whs beautiful, for it 
seemed as if by stretching out one's 
baud tbe pretty, fresh, pink and white 
blossoms conld be plucked. Ono evening 
Monssts carried her picture away to 
show it to some friends, promising to 
return with it in order to finish certain 
details in tho landscape. 
They waited 


for her in vain. One by one the blossoms 
on the tree Were carried away by the 
breeze. At tbe end of a fortnight a 
package arrived containing a dress pat- 
tern of handsome black bilk. A letter 
accompanied tho present. 
Moussia told 


her friends that a severe cold kept her 
indoors, and she begged the housewife to 
accept the dress in remembrance of tho 
kind hospitality she bad received. 


This was indeed a disappointment for 


these good people. Wbat they had done 
for tho artist hart been done for friend- 
ship's sake. Tho gift of tho silk, which 
mnst at least have cost 20 francs a yard, 
pained tbem. Tbe present seemed en- 
tirely ont of proportion with the service 
rendered. Their pride was hurt 
Thoy 


decided to return the silk. In a cata- 
logue of tbe salon they found Mongsin's 
addrnss, and ono day on their way to 
the Hullcs they stopped in tho Avenno 
BO Viliters, -where tbo 
arti&t lived. 


Whoii thuy arrived in front of tbe house, 
thoy thought they must have made a 
mistake in tho number.

livelong." She tried to laugh, but a 
mist covered her blue eyes. 


"And the apple tree?" sho asked, ab-

Sbe shook her head and let it fall

When the horticulturist and his wife 


departed, Moussia closed her eyes and 
thought of the apple tree.1 It wag in 
good health. Tho sap was running from 
its roots to its branches. It spread its 
foliage in the sun, laughing at rain and 
wind, at cold nights and hot noons, 
while she, imprisoned in a room, at- 
tended by the wisest Paris doctors, waa 
slowly dying. Oh, misery of human life I 
She was younjt, beautiful, rich, beloved, 
unusually gifted. She had so much to 
tell tho world, her bead was so fall of 
pictures. 


Toward tbe end of October tho gar- 


dener and his wife received a letter 
with a wide black border telling them 
of Moussia's death, and those good peo- 
ple wept for the lovely girl who during 
one mouth bad been the life and bright- 
ness o£ their modest country dwelling. 


In the mad whirl of large okies a hu- 


man life ended makes little more im- 
pression thun the falling of a dead leaf. 
After a few days of painful astonish- 
ment the gay Parisian world which had 
EO admired and feted Monssia returned 
to its business and its pleasures. Alone 
three women in mourning continued to 
weep in tbe home of the Avenue de 
Vilfiers. 


One April afternoon they were quiet- 


ly sitting in the drawing room, filled 
with souvfenirs of tho departed, when 
the gardener and bis wifo came into tbe 
room. They were dressed for the occa- 
sion. The husband wore his Sunday 
cout, the wife had her sbawl on, under 
which sho concealed a largo package. 


"Excuse us, ladies, " said the garden- 


er, "1 am afraid we are disturbing you, 
bnt we could not let this time of the 
year go by without letting you know 
that we often speak of the dear young 
lady. My wife and I thought wo would 
like to bring you something in remem- 
brance of her. " Tbo woman raising her 
shawl brought forth an armful of flow- 
ery branches. "These are," be coutin- 
ned, "the blossoms of the apple tree she 
painted.

I" a thoroughly con- 
venient and rtsuectnblu location in Lon- 
don $7.50 a wcok would bo a low price for 
a plainly furnished t>ittin# rooan and bed- 
room and tho cooking. 
You can do bet- 


ter than that in tho fciiburbs, but distances 
aro long iu London, and it is economy to 
pay for a con veniost locution if time is 
any object. 


Prices are lower tn the smaller English 


places and tho landladies more cndurublo. 
Those of London aro often so bothersome 
that many Americans advise against tak- 
ing lodgings there. Figaros from tho ex- 
pense book of two American girls who 
took lodgings wherovurtliuy1 had i«idress,es 
show that In Lincoln for apartments in a 
delightfully quuiiit nttlo house just out- 
side the cathedral close, where the land- 
lady and everything about tho place was 
fcpotlesaly clean, thfey paid $1.40 apiece for 
tho night's lodging ajid throe meals. In 
York they had lodging,Cupper and break- 
fast for $1 apiece. At Oxford tho same 
thing with a fine grate fteo cost ?1 apiece. 
In Edinburgh they hod losing and break- 
fast for a week for $3. 50 apieoo. 


In London and tho large titles It in th« 


custom to go out for dinner. London res- 
taurants are moro costly than those of the 
same grade in the States, .and so London 
is not; the cheapest pla?e in which to dine. 
To live in this way abroad is much sim- 
pler than at home, for rewtanrant life is so 
much more common. 
It has been said 


that a third of the-people of Paris dine at 
cafes. 
Women seloom have any serious 


trouble in finding a Restaurant where they 
can dino unmolested, iiud a great many of 
the art students abroad' live in this fash- 
ion, often ngp,spending $1 a day for the 
whole coat of existence. Burnished rooms, 
however, are not so easily to be found in 
Paris as in London, but tbtey are there.— 
Robert Luce in "Going Abroad,"

It appears almost certain that In the 


futur» voting, like most other things, is 
to be done, by machinery. With this 
knowledge before them, Secretary Olin, 
Treasurer Shaw and Auditor Kimball, 
members of the ballot commission, are 
investigating various voting machines. 
Until this year only the McTarnmany 
machine rould be used in this state. Now 
any mm liine can be used which is ap- 
proved by tho commissioners, and all 
known manufacturers, Including the 
McTammany, have been notified to sub- 
mit their devices. Three have thus far 
been examined, and one is still expected 
from California. The United States ma- 
chine, which has been commended by 
the commission, is an ingenious piece of 
mechanism. 
The machines cost $500 


each. Secretary Olncy estimates that 
it will take each voter two minutes to 
vote, so with the Boston limit of 1000 
voters to a precinct, it should take at 
least two machines to a precinct, mak- 
ing an expense of ,$200,000. While the 
question ot" cost mignt seriously affect 
the introduction of machines in Boston, 
it would not be the case in places out- 
side.

THE BENNINGTON'S CRACK CREW GOT 


A COSTLY SURPRISE. 


The Story of a Fourth of July Rowing 


Content at Honolulu Which Emptied the 
Pocket* and Lacerated the Feeling* of 
Uncle Sam'* Jackie*. 


"About as dismal a Fourth vt July 


as ever I experienced on board a man- 
c'-war," faid an ex-sailor of the navy 
now living iu Washington to a report- 
er, "was Independence day not many 
years ago dpwu in the harbor of Hono- j 
luln. The Ber.niugton had an all star { 
racing boat's crew. The ei«ht had jrist 
happened to be assigned v> the Bon- 
ningbou in a bunch betore she left for 
her Pacific cruise, and-K^nil of the 
oarsmen had Leon. meuV^s of the Co- 
lumbia's crack boat's crev» that wallopad 
all of the British navy'n boats' crews in 
English waters a few Jfjars before. 


The Bennington's cutter v»as one of 


t€o best in the navy, and she had been 
built for a racer. Before wo left the 
Mare Island navy yard for sonth Pacific- 
waters the ship's racing crew had easily 
beaten all of the other crews of the 
ships lying at the yard, including the 
tiptop crew of tho Olympia and the 
Boston's fine orew. We thought that 
we were about ae warm as they make 
'em after our crew put it on so many 
other man-o'-war crews, giving them a 
couple of minutes the start of ua, too, 
on numerous occasions and still beating 
them disgracefully. 


"The people of Honolulu arranged 


an aquatic festival for the Fourth of 
July—the Americans down there cele- 
brated the Fourth just as enthusiastic- 
ally as we do up here—and the Ben- 
nington's crew figured in it largely. 
Our ship's colors were at the fore in tho 
two races that were run with picked 
Kanaka crews, and the third and last 
race of the day was one in which our 
crackajack eight was to figure, the other 
races having been won by subcrews 
practically 
picked at 
random from 


among the strongest seamen. 


"We thought this race was at our 


mercy. It was to be a four sided affair— 
one crew of Kanaka sugar field workers, 
a crew of Kanaka policemen and the 
racing crew of the yacht Eleanor, be- 
longing to Mr. Slater of Providence, 
that had pulled into Honolulu harbor 
from Japan a few days before. Our 
crew didn't pay much attention to the 
yacht's racing crew and were only fig- 
uring on the distance they could beat 
the crew of Kanaka policemen, which 
seemed the most formidable. 


"The race was over the four mile 


course carefully blocked out in tho har- 
bor—which was very smooth—by the 
Honolulu aquatic sportsmen, and the 
start was first rate. There wasn't a man, 
fore or aft, on tho Bennington that 
didn't stand to go broke to the extent 
of at least a month's pay on the success 
of the Bennington's crew, and we had 
to give a to 1, too, for it was generally 
conceded that we had the race at our 
mercy. 


"The start, as I said, was good, and 


the Bonnington's crew showed in front 
first and started oat apparently to make 
a runaway race of it. The Kanaka po- 
licemen's crew trailed after them, pull- 
ing steadily, then the Kanaka sugar 
workers and, a good ten lengths to the 
rear, the*6leanor'&-crew.

Of course 
there are exceptions. Many families 
have two ample meals a day, but the 
bulk of the population eats mostly but- 
tered bread and snacks.

The extension of the furloughs is 


undoubtedly due to the efforts of Sena- 
tor Hoar and others.

bo taught to eat food to build muscla,

tific rather than a haphazard operation. 
It is not necessary, however, to hold long 
conversations with tho child as to what 
slio should nnd should not eat. As a rule, 
the first dish of oatmeal tho mother gives 
to her first child is simply covered with 
sugar. In a little whilo the health gives 
out, and the child has indigestion. 


"Then, too, the child thus trained from 


Infancy feels that fat is objectionable, and 
at tho age of 15 or 16, when an anffirnic 
condition comes over her, fat, the one nec- 
essary article to her salvntion, is the most 
difficult to tnko, and it is frequently nec- 
essary to resort to oil baths or oil inunc- 
tions. 
You will no doubt coll to mind 


that cod liver o}l is the first thing added 
to the ordinary dietary. Butter and cream 
may be used in as large quantities aa tha 
patient can conveniently digest. 


"All fried foods roust be strictly avoid- 


ed. Potatoes may be eaten twice a week 
and should always pa baked. Boiled rico 
may be taken once a day, but all bulk 
foods, such as turnips, cabbage, carrots 
and parsnips, should be avoided. I fully 
believe that special feeding in any cliseaso 
will bring about a euro unattainable by 
medicine alone. By special feeding for 
different diseases I mean living on precise- 
ly such food as the patient in that condi- 
tion can thoroughly digest and assimilate, 
or upon the best foods to repair the dis- 
eased tissues, rejecting all others."

DECUNE OF THE DUSTER. 


The Practical Disappearance of a Garment 


That Was Ones Familiar. 


A traveler by rail cannot fail to notice 


the decline of the duster. And ono does 
not need to be, as the man said, a cente- 
narian to observe this. In fact, only 30 or 
40 years ago dusters were commonly worn 
by railroad travelers. 
They were coexist- 


ent with the carpet sack and the alligator 
mouthed valise, both now mere complete- 
ly passed away than tho cluster itself aud 
almost as completely gone as tho hair cov- 
ered trunk.

A duster was far more 
needed then than now, and it was likely 
to bo a pnrtof the equipment of the Casual 
as well as of the regular traveler. Indeed 
it may be said that the c-nsuri tr»vp.)<>r 
would scarcely have thought that he had 
made a trip by rail unless he had provided 
himself with that indispensable part of ev- 
ery traveler's equipment. 


But the linen duster was not the only 


ono. 
There were dusters of alpaca and of 


mohair and of other materials, some of 
them black and some gray—big, flowing, 
comfortable diisters, which, if not beauti- 
ful, had at least tho grace that all things 
made of good materials possess. You could 
almost tell a man without seeing his face 
by the duster that he wore.—New York 
Sun.

Nephew of the Fugitive Was 


Her Protector. 


Discharged a Rifle With No Intention ot In- 


flicting Injury 


Plymouth, Aug. 27.—Word reached hers 


last night Of the death in a Boston hos- 
pital of James Watson, a farmer and 
boat builder, who lived on Clark's island.

The reply seemed to enrage him, for ha 
dragged her from the bed to the floor 
ar-d jumped on her, threatening all the 
time to kill her. He was so violent that 
the woman finally rushed from the house 
calling for help.

One of 
the bullets struck Watson in the thigh, 
while the other entered the abdomen. 
Watson fell, but recovered himself and 
was able to reach his own home without 
ass stance. Bolton', directly after the 
sho iting, cam£ g.p'ross to Plymouth for 
•.nee leal a4j, and" took Dr. Hull, the 
meuical ^xamlner, ba'Ck to the Island. 
Dr. Hull deciaeiS that the wounds wera 
of a rntfst serious character, and or- 
dered Watsen to Boston for treatment.

THE APPLE TREE. 


One evening J noticed by Moussia'a 


photograph, whicii always stood covered 
with a white cr^pe veil oh a small ta- 
ble, three red cheeked apples. These 
plebeian ffuiis seemed out of place in 
the aristocratic Parisian drawing room, 
crowded with rare knickknacks and 
works of art. Moussia's mother, observ- 
ing my quostiening glance, said, point' 
ing to a picture at the end of tbe room, 
"These fruits wore picked on the apple 
tree which you see in this picture, the 
last one painted by Jloussia. " Then the 
sorrowing woman told me the story of 
the apple tree so intimately connected 
with that of the young artist, Marie 
Ei"hkirtseff, who died when only 24 
years old. 


Iu the spring of 188— Moussia was 


planning to paint a peasant-woman in 
the opeu country for the salon of the 
following year. She spent days looking 
iu the oetskirte of Paris for a suitable 
landscape in wkieh to place her model. 
One raoEfiing she found near Sevres a 
fiuld inclosed by fence palings, beyond 
which a walk overgrown with grass lost 
itself under willows, through whose 
young sheets the sun shone brightly. 
Half way up tho walk, ou a background 
ot grayish green bushtes, with an outline 
almost as soft as that of smoke, stood a 
robust apple tree, broadly spreading its 
flowery branches. The whole scene was 
filled with tender, fresh, stirring har- 
mony, with Spring itself. Monssia was 
moved. She felt that this was the look- 
ed for spot. Opening tho gate, she walk- 
ed toward tbe house, which was sepa- 
rated from the orchard by a garden fill- 
ed with beojjivfg. The proprfjltor hap- 
pened tp be one of those half bourgeois, 
half peasant horticulturists who provide 
the Parisian markets with flowers and 
fruits. The request made by the enthu- 
siastic looking young girl with the ex- 
pressive blue eyes flattered him. Ho 
loved his U$ps, afid tho admiration of a 
painter for them pleased him extremely, 
itoussia Was readily given permission 
to work fn the inclosure, and she began 
the very nest day. 


Early in the raomiBg she arrived on 


the tramway, with her model, who 
carried their luucjj in a basket. Mous- 
eia understood her art. 
She was no 


longer a beginner, for some of her pic- 
tures had already been much talked of 
at the salon. Though belonging to a 
rich family, whicii occupied a high po- 
sition among the aristocracy of her 
country, sbe worked not as an ama- 
teuf, but as r.u artist anxious to win 
fame. Her work showed the melancholy 
fire and poetr^ which belong to those 
born in LittJo Russia. 
Tho sketch of 


her painting absorbed her entirely. She 
was trying to put on tho canvas some of 
tho effervescent spring about her. She 
painted rapidly, as if afraid not to be 
able to finish tho task sbo had under- 
taken. Every morning she came back, 
in spifce of the April showers and the 
rawness of the air, whicii often made 
her ccDgh. Tho owners of the place ad- 
mired her pluck, and as they saw her 
painting, bareheaded, standing in the 
dew, with a blouse over her gray dress, 
they believed her to belong to thoir sta- 
tion in lifo and thought she was work- 
ing for her daily bread. 


The housewife brought her warm 


milk, tho children played near her 
while she rested, and the horticulturist, 
learning that some young trees interfer- 
ed with tbe perspective, had not hesi- 
tated to cut them down. It was touch- 
ing to gee this man, usually so careful 
of his possessions, willingly sacrifice 
them to gratify the •wifh of the young 
artist. By degrees a touching intimacy 
began betweoujfhem.

around the easel, tho fanipy agreed that 
the apple trte \ffea beautiful, for it 
seemed as if by stretching out one's 
hnud the pretty, fresh, pink and white 
bloBsoms could be plucked. One evening 
Moussta carried her picture awajr to 
show it to some friends, promising to 
return with it in tfrder to finish certain 
details in tho landscape. They waited 
for her in vain. One by one the blossoms 
'on the tree Wore carried away by the 
breeze. At the end of a fortnight a 
package arrived containing a dress pat- 
l«m ul iuiaubiiiuu black silk. A letter 
accompanied the present. Moussia told 
.her friends that a severe cold kept her 
indoors, and she begged the housewife to 
accept tho dross in remembrance of the 
kind hospitality she had received. 


This was indeed a disappointment for 


thosn pood people. What they had done 
for tho artist had been done for friend- 
ship's sake. The gift of tho silk, which 
must at least have cost 20 francs a yard, 
pained them. The present seemed en- 
tirely out of proportion with the service 
rendered. Their pride was hurt They 
decided to return the silk. In a cata- 
logue of the salon they found Honssia'a 
address, and one day QU their way to 
tho Hallos they stopped in the Avenue 
ift Villiors, where tho artist lived. 
When thoy arrived in front of tho house, 
they t!Kiii|~!it thoy must huvo made a 
inJHtuko in tho number. Was it possible 
rhat rTii'ir votjDK friend lived in this 


beautiful s-sssio"? THan em wai not • 
poor artist. 


They rang; a liveriod servant opened 


the door. After taking thoir names ho 
ushered them into a sumptuous drawing 
room. Moussia was lying ou a coach 
wrapped in a loose white plush gown. 
She was much thinner, very pale. Her 
large eyes shone with a phosphorescent 
brilliancy. Recognizing her friends, she 
uttered a joyful exclamation, and rais- 
ing herself with difficulty she gave 
them her emaciated hand. 
"I am eo happy to BOO yon," sbe said, 


coughing almost at every word. "You 
must not feel hurt because I did not 
come to thank you. I am not allowed to 
go out. It seems that I worked too hard 
on my last picture. I took cold standing 
in the grass. I am now here for some 
time." 


The horticulturist and his wife look- 


ed at her in bewilderment. An expres- 
sion of deep pity came over their faces. 
The gardener no longer knew what to 
do with the package containing th,e 
bilk. 60 felt that he cQnld not return it. 


"Wo don'tniiad it as you were sick," 


answered the wife, "but still we were 
sorry that you sent us this silk. What 
we did for you we did willingly.

did sot want a present for letting you 
work on cur place. My husband and I 
decided to bring the. dress back." 


"Oh, you wore the one who wished 


to bring it back," interrupted the hus- 
band. 


"Yon are botjh foolish about the mat- 


ter, " exclaimed Mpussia, laughing as 
she used to. " You would pain mo deep- 
ly by refusing iny present. I wish yon 
to wear this dresi," she added, speak- 
ing to the geidtfner's wife, "iu remem- 
brance of me when I am no longer in 
this world." 


Then they both assured her that as 


she was so young she would soon regain 
her strength and overcome the disease. 


"No," answered Moussia, "I cannot 


get well. The candle is burning at both 
ends. I shall nof live long. You knpw 
that children who are too clever never 
livelong." She tried to laugh, but a 
mist covered her blue eyes. 


"And the apple tree?" she asked, ab- 


ruptly changing the subject. "Is it al- 
ways beautiful?" 


"Oh, no, indeed," they answered, 


"tho blossoms are all gone; but the fruit 
is beginning to show. Apples will be 
pleutifttl. You must come out and eat 
some in September. The good air of 
Sevres will restore you.to health, made- 
moiselle."

When the horticulturist and his wife 


I departed, Moussia closed her eyes and 


I thought of the apple tree. It was in 


good health. Tho sap was running from 
its roots to its branches. It spread its 
foliage in the sun, laughing at rain and 
wind, at cold nights and hot noons, 
white she, imprisoned in a room, at- 
tended by the wisest Paris doctors, was 
slowly dying. Oh, misery of human life! 
Sbe was young, beautiful, rich, beloved, 
unusually gifted. She had eo much to 
tell the world, her bead was so full of 
pictures. 


Toward the end of October the gar- 


dener and his wJfo received a letter 
with a wide black border telling them 
of Moussia's death, and these good peo- 
ple wept for the lovely girl who during 
one month had been the life and bright- 
ness of thoir modest country dwelling. 


In tho mad whirl of large cities a hu- 


man life ended makes little more im- 
pression than the falling of a dead leaf.

In England. 


In England, though in London at least 


there are many boarding houses, it is 
more ugual to live in "lodg-lngs"~that is, 
inoro usual to Wre a f urniilhed room by it- 
Half than to include tho taking of meals at 
the common table. Frequently, however, 
you arrange to have part of your meals In 
thu houso, but eervad in your own room. 
In that case Jou may buy your own ma- 
terials and pay for the cooking, or the land- 
lady will buy what you direct and oook it 
for a slight obargo. In a thoroughly con- 
venient nud respectable location in Lon- 
don $7.00 a week would be a low price for 
a plainly furnished sitting room and bed- 
room and the cooking. You can do bet- 
ter than that in the suburbs, but distances 
are long iu London, and it is economy to 
pay for a convenient location if time is 
any object. 


Prices are lower in the smaller English 


places and the landladies more endurable. 
Those of London are often so bothersome 
that many Americans; advise against tak- 
ing lodgings there. Figures frcm tho ex- 
pense book of two American girls who 
took lodgings wherever they had addresses 
show that in Lincoln for apartments in a 
delightfully quaint little house just out- 
side tho c/Hhedral close, where the land- 
lady and everything about the place was 
spotltssly clean, they paid $1.40 apiece for 
tho night's lodging and three meals. In 
York thoy had lodging, supper and break- 
fast for $1 aplecp. At Oxford tho same 
thing with a fine grate fire cost $1 apiece.

It has been said 
that a third of the people of Paris dine at 
cafes.

" About SB dismal a fourth *>t July 


as ever I experienced on board a mau- 
o'-war, " (iftid an ex-sailor of the navy 
now living in Washington to a report- 
er, "was Independence day uqt many 
years ago down in tLo harbor of Hono- 
lulu. The Benningtou had an. all star 
racing boat's crew. The ei^ht had jnst 
happened to be assigned ^o the Ben- 
nington in a btuichi beS^re she left for 
her Pacific cruise, and.K»^ral of the 
oarsmea had been,. wen%!ti»s of tho Co- 
lumbia's crack boit's crev« that walloped 
all of the British navy'g boats' crews iu 
English waters a few ^iars before. 


The Bpnningto'i's curfpr was ope of 


tso best ia the navy, arid she had been 
built for a racer. Before wo left tho 
Mare Island navy yard for south Pacific 
waters the ship's racing crew had easily 
beaten all of the Oth'er oreWs of the 
ships lying at the yard, including the 
tiptop crew of tho Olympic and the 
Boston's fine crew. 
We thought that 


we were about as warm as they make 
'em after our craw put it on so many 
other man-o'-war crews, giving them a 
couple of minutes the start of us, too, 
on numerous occasions aud still beating 
them disgracefully. 


"The people of Honolulu arranged 


au aquatic festival for the Fourth of 
July — the Americans down, there cele- 
brated tho Fourth just as enthusiasti 3- 
ally as we do up here — and the Be:i- 
nington's crew figured in it largel,-. 
Our ship's colors were at the foro in the 
two races that were run with picked 
Kanaka crows, and the third and last 
race of the day was one in which our 
crackajack eight was to figure, the other 
races haviug been won by subcrews 
practically 
picked at 
random from 


among the strongest seamen. 


"We thought this race was at our 


mercy, it was to be a four sided aff air — 
one crew of Kanaka sugar field workers, 
a crew of Kanaka policemen and tho 
racing crew of tho yacht Eleanor, be- 
longing to Mr. Slater of Providence, 
that had pulled into Honolulu harbor 
from Japan a few days before. Our 
crew didn't pay much attention to tho 
yacht's racing orew and were only fig- 
uring on the distance they could beat 
the crew of Kanaka policemen, which 
seemed the most formidable. 


"The race was oVer the four mile 


course carefully blocked out in the har- 
bor — which was very smooth — by the 
Honolulu aquatic sportsmen, and the 
start was first rate. There wasn't a man, 
fore or aft, on the Bennington that 
didn't stand to go broke to ^the extent 
of at least a month's pay oa the success 
of the Benningtoa's crow, .and we had 
to give 3 to 1, too, for it was generally 
conceded that we had the race at our 
mercy. 


"The startt as I said, was good, and 


the Benningtbn's crew showed in front 
first and started out apparently to make 
a runaway race of it. The Kunaka po- 
licemen's orew trailed after them, pull- 
ing steadily,. .j;h^a the, Kanaka sugar 
workers ancj, la good tea lengths to the 
rear, thd'Eleanor's crew- This was the 
way it looked for the finish when the 
Benningtoa's crew rounded the stake- 
boat and started for the return trip. 


"Some of ti^Oj Honolulu men who had 


their money up, oa the two Kanaka 
crews actually began to square accounts, 
and theory, 'It's all over— Bennington!' 
was heard all over the bay. When the 
stake boat was rounded, it was noticed 
that the Eleanor's boat was sort of get- 
ting a -move on itself, and the men 
were working like machines at a long, 
steady 8t*ok« that certainly looked as if 
it was cutting down the Benning ton's 
lead and the lead of the two Kanaka 
boats. 


"Two minutes after the etakeboat 


was roupded tho Eleanor's gang were 
right abreast of the Kanaka cutters and 
gaining oa them with every stroke, and 
the cox'un of the Bennington's ontter, 
hearing the yells of ». warning from the 
Benniugton bluejackets ashore, looked 
behind him and siw the Eleanor cutter 
only two lengths behind him and com- 
ing like an electric launch. Our orew 
was tired, and that's all there was 
about it. 


"The Eleanor's crew had held them- 


selves in for the finish, and they cer- 
tainly did make a Garrison finish of it 
The yacht's cutter shot ahead of oar 
ontter a good mile from hom^, andihon, 
to make the thing more galling, the 
crew actually stopped rowing until the 
Bennington's orew was alongside again. 
Then they took to the oars again, and 
from then on it was a howling farce. 
The Eleanor's crew jnst romped their 
cutter in ton lengths ahead of our cut- 
ter and the Kanakas a quarter of a 
mile in the rear. 


"You never saw such a disgusted lot 


of men ia yonr lifeasjthe men and 
officers oa the Benningtou. 
The Elea- 


nor's ship company had takea all of the 
8 to 1 mon^y they conld get on board 
our ship, for they knew they had a good 
thing up their sleeve. The Eleanor's 
crew on the whole trip around the 
world that was wound tip at San Fran- 
cisco had not been beaten ooco in a cut- 
ter race, and tho yacht's sailors had 
made all kinds of money in betting oa 
their crew. It was a minor sort of-con- 
solatiou for ua when we found out that 
five of the Eleanor's racing crew were 
ex-American 
man-o'-war's 
men." —

B« Kicks All the Way Down the Bill of 


Fart; add I« Particularly Irritated Over 
a Dish or Powdered Homo Kadlih Served 
With Frozen Whipped Cream. 


When you have examined the con- 


stitution of llio German cuisine, you 
no tempted to grow loquacious. You 
r.re conscious of having discovered that 
the psychology of a nation cannot bo 
constructed upon a mere analyei.s of its 
made dish^o. Your estimate of Brillat- 
Savarin sinks. He could not tell you 
what you are, even from all the menus 
of your lifetime. Freiligruth's philo- 
sophic conclusion that "man is what 
he eats" you straightway qualify as 
tT.o ouiy when roferring to cannibal- 
ism. 
And you will aver that only in 


the caso of paloolithiu iniui cuu you 
construct a man from the crumbs that 
fall from his dinner table. And this 
you will want to prove, and conse- 
quently will grow talkative with pre- 
senting of much evidence. 


Aud yet, in your sane moments, you 


will have a sneaking aiiectiou for the 
statement that a German is a German 
because ho eats what no eats. As. a gen- 
eral rule he may be said to eat live 
times a day. But his hunger is con- 
stantly being stilled. 


He starts early in the day with a cup 


of cafe an lait and a email buttered 
roll. 
This keeps him going till 11 


o'clock, when he demolishes a slice of 
buttered rye bread spread with slices 
of hard boiled egg, raw chopped beef or 
cheese. This lie washes down with a 
glass of ale, thus stilling his inner man 
till dinner time. Dinner takes place to- 
ward 1 o'clock and consists of soup 
(generally nourishing), a plate of meat, 
•with potatoes and fruit (cranberries, 
prunes or apricots), occasionally cheese, 
seldom sweets, rarely a green vegetable. 


Three hours later coffee is taken, 


served with a piece of cake or thick 
bread and butter. This is the hour pro- 
cious to the gossip and the busybody, 
the time for spreading scandal. Toward 
8 o'clock the appetite again asserts 
itself. The hour of the ubiquitous sau- 
sages has arrived. Their name is legion, 
aud they share the honors with slices 
of ham, smoked, goosa breast, pieces of 
raw pickled herring, and in summer 
hard boiled eggs and potato salad. 


Such is the German method of spread- 


ing the meals over the day. 
Of coarse 


there are exceptions. 
Many families 


have two ample meals a day, but the 
bulk of the population eats mostly but- 
tered bread and snacks. In justice to 
Germany one must say that the fare in 
many a home will compare favorably 
with that of many an American family. 


In the German restaurant the cuisine 


is on the whole monotonous and the 
food singularly insipid. All meats seem 
to have the same flavor, all are served 
with the same heavy, viscous sauces, 
and invariably escorted w,ith the same 
soaplike potatoes. Stodgiuoss and heavi- 
ness are the great blots on the German 
fare. The element of variety, too, seems 
considered superfluous. 
^ 


In the concrete the subject is almost' 


too painful to face, the difficulty being 
to steer clear of exclamations denoting 
positive offensiveness. 
Some of the 


kickshaws which figure regularly upon 
the German table are reputed to be most 
sustaining. They certainly are intense- 
ly and ostentatiously -wonder inspiring. 


One preparation is everywhere met 


with under the name (more or less pho- 
netically spelled) of beefsteak a la tar- 
tare. Its basis is raw chopped beef; 
this, spread out into a pat of elliptical 
shape, ia crowned with the raw yolk of 
an egg, raw finely chopped onion is 
sprinkled over it, a garniture of gher- 
kins is added, and the whole is eaten 
•with much gusto and no worse conse- 
quences than a durable thirst. 


In many of the dishes you discover 


all the humor, feeling and imagination 
of a Wagnerian composition. You find 
the resolute desire to build up harmony 
upon discord. Of this nature may be 
considered the traditional menu of New 
Year's eve, carp, pancake and punch. 
These three, brought into immediate 
juxtaposition and consumed in plethoric 
'quantities, generally have the desired 
effect—that of inducing a hysterical 
good humor. 


For stodginess nothing beats the fa- 


vorite dish, panache. 
It consists of 


pickled pork, sour cabbage and a puree 
of split peas boiled down to the con- 
sistency of stiff dough. Experiments on 
'this mass produce deplorable capers and 
cause one to grunt mournfully. 
A va- 


riety of this diet ia found in Berlin. 
•You substitute boiled balls of dough 
and indifferent prunes for the peas and 
cabbage, and you have the dish popu- 
larly termed "the Silesian kingdom of 
heaven." 
Gold eels, imbedded in a 


jtranslucid, glutinous substance, figure 
ijn all workmen's taverns, while roast 
goose is de rigueur for all solemnities. 


A dainty which we have recently 


met with in Berlin recalled Darwin's 
remark that "hardly any experiment, ia 
so absurd as not to be worth trying."

Last Day In 


Camp Wikoft. Two Months 


Furlough. 


Oompay M will reach Adams and this 


:ity tonight on the 6 o'clock train from 
Pittsiield. The following dispatch was 
received by The Transcript this morn- 
ng from Col. P. S. Kichardsqn: "Sec- 
ond regiment reaches Springfield at 2 
o'clock with but 563 men. Company M 
due on the 6 o'clock train." 


Every preparation has been made for 


the reception of the men in Adams and 
this city. The Adams men will be met 
>y carriages, and the men will be kept 
free from 
the 
crowds which 
may 


jather. 


In this city the same precautions will 


bo taken. Mayor Cady has instructed 
Chief Kendall to have enough officers 
on hand to keep a clear passage for the 
men from the train to the carriages, 
and carriages have been ordered by 
Mayor Cady personally and by a com- 
mittee • organized this morning. 


J one knows just how many men 


from Company M will arrive, but not 
more than 10 are expected from those 
who went in this city. 


Extension of the Furlough*. 


The extension of the furloughs is 


undoubtedly due to the efforts of Sena- 
tor Hoar and others. It means that 


e entire regiment will be under pay 


for 60 days instead of 30, so that those 
who are incapacitated for work wJll 
have a little revenue from the govern- 
ment. It must be noted, however, that 
the government's action in this matter 
s not entirely philanthropic. The ques- 
tion of pensions enters into it. If the 
regiment were discharged from the ser- 
vice at this time, there would be a 
great many men whose physical con- 
dition would give them excellent claim 
tor pensions. It has been stated by 
those who should know, though this is 
difficult of proof, that the government 
does not want to muster 6ut a regiment 
in such bad shape as the Second is at 
this time. It is reckoned that in two 
months nearly all of the soldiers w 
have completely recovered from the 
effects of the campaign, though to one 
who has seen the men this seems im- 
possible. At the same time they are 
taking- precautions at the hospital 
against letting out information regard- 
ing the patients which might be of 
value to pension agents, get into the 
hands of any one regarding whose 
statements there is doubt. 


mustering Out Place. 


As to the mustering out, it is not 


impossible that t.he ceremony will take 
place in Springfield, despite General 
Wheeler's announcement to the con- 
trary- He seeme'd a. little uncertain 
about it, and it is known that pressure 
is being brought to bear on Secretary 
Alger. One of the officers of the Second 
says that the mustering out will prob- 
ably be at South Framing-ham, because 
of the large supply of tentage that the 
state of Massachusetts has thefe. The 
men afe much pleased at the thought 
of getting home, but the expression at 
Montauk yesterday was "Let us go home 
quietly. We don't want any parade," 
and it is Obvious from the condition of 
the" men that this is the eminently 
proper thing to do. 


Tlionght It Was a Bluff*. 


In spite of the announcements of 


the papers last evening- that company 
M would not reach here till tonight,

SERVICES AT NOTRE DAME. 


Dr. O. J. Brown Tell* of Terrible 
Suf- 


fering Nccdlc**Iy Continued. 


Dr. O. J. Brown, whose return from 


Montauk was reported in The Tran- 
script, has some terrible stories of the 
suffering undergone by tho men at 
Montauk Point. "The truth has not 
boon half told," the doctor says, and 
his work there was such as to make 
him able to speak authoritatively. Now 
that tho men have left there, it is well 
that the truth should be known. 


The bovt have most pluckily refused 


to say aiiVthing in their letters from 
Montauk, but Dr. Brown sa3rs suffer- 
ing from hunger even there has been 
no;*, uncommon thing. The state and 
friends have done all that has been 
done. The nation has done nothing. 
Only the usual army rations were 
served to the sick and dying- men, and 
the only suitable food they had was 
furnished by the friends of the men 
and the state. There was sometimes 
delay in distributing what there was, 
and no longer ago than Wednesday the 
weakened mon went without dinner 
till lato in the afternoon, because there 
was no water in their new camp. 


In the hospitals the men lay on the 


floor, crowded thickly together, and 
the cots whicl. Secretary Alger said 
he had sent were not to be found. 


T!v. "x- u'.Mvs manageir.cnt of the 


camp was apparently defective. The 
sanitary care was miserable in the 
slowness with which necessary mat- 
ters wore delayed. Dr. Brown also 
saw mon trying to do guard duty with 
a temperature as high as 104. 


From his statements there can be 


only' the sincerest rejoicing that the 
men are returning to their homes.
